Bank of Montreal 
Final Crop Report 


Outstanding features of the crop 
year in Canada have been the suc- 
cessful harvesting of large yields of 
wheat and coarse grains in the Prai- 
rie Provinces, heavy yields of all the 
principal field and fruit crops in On- 
tario, and. moderately good yields of 
the leading crops in other provinces, 
with outturn curtailed in British Co- 
lumbia by prolonged dry weather and 


‘in Quebec and the Maritime Prov- 


inces by excessive moisture during 
the harvesting season. In the Prairie 
Provinces this year’s total wheat crop 
is estimated to be the largest since 
1932. The grain is of high grade and 
quality and compares favorably with 
that of 1937. The Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics estimates the wheat pro- 
duction of the three Prairie Provinces 
at 334,000,000 bushels, which is 175,- 
000,000 bushels more than last year 
and compares with a ten-year average 
of 310,959,000 bushels. The estimated 
average wheat yields per acre by the 
Provinces are: Manitoba 15.7 bushels; 
Saskatchewan 10.4 bushels, Alberta 
17.7 bushels. The 1938 wheat acre- 
age in the Prairie Provinces, officially 
estimated at 24,946,000 acres, is over 
300,000 acres in excess of last year. 
Production of coarse grains is sub- 
stantially higher than in 1937 and 
winter feed supplies are sufficient ex- 
cept at a few points in Saskatche- 
wan. Oats are estimated at 247,775,- 
000 bushels and barley at 86,140,000 
bushels. Favorable harvest weather 
has prevailed and threshing is fin- 


ished in Manitoba and is practically | PHYSICAL CULTURE 


completed in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan. Deliveries of wheat by farmers 
to country elevators from August 1st 
to September 30th totalled 172,118,000 
bushels compared with 66,863,000 
bushels during the same period last 
year. In the Province of Quebec 
there have been, on the whole, aver- 
age yields of the main staples. In- 
dications in the first part of the sea- 
son pointed to an abundant harvest 
throughout the province, but almost 
continuous rains during August and 
September caused extensive damage 
to crops and estimates were revised 
downwards. Above average and of 
high quality were tobacco, canning 
crops of vegetables and small fruits, 
and maple syrup. In Ontario yields 
of main staple crops were generally 
above average, but the quality of 
grains was lowered by unfavorable 
weather conditions dyring harvest. 
The yield of apples in eastern Ontario 
is estimated to be in excess of last 
year, while a decline is forecast for 
production in western sections. Pas- 
tures have stood up well and fodder is 
plentiful. Harvesting of a heavy 
crop of sugar beets has commenced. 
A record tobacco crop was_ stored 
without frost damage. In the Mari- 
time Provinces crops had a promising 
start but excessive rainfall as the sea- 
son progressed reduced yields and im- 
paired quality. While in some dis- 
tricts average yields of grain were 
harvested, the crop in many sections 
was below average. Digging of po- 
tatoes is not completed but pros- 
pects are for a light yield. The 
apple crop is good. 

In British Columbia, yields of fod- 
der crops, grains and vegetables have 


been lighter than last year, owing to| 


prolonged dry weather, while all fruit 
érops have been heavy and of good 
quality. Generally, agricultural re- 
turns have been fairly satisfactory.

93rd Element 


Paris.—The noted physicist, Dr. 
Jean Perrin, has informed the French 
Academy of Science that his collab- 
orators had discovered what was be- 
lieved to be the ninety-third chem- 
ical element—a heavier 
than uranium. 

Dr. Perrin, who is President of the 
Academy, said the element had been 
found in stable form in minerals con- 
taining uranium, notably pitchblende. 

Using a spectroscope, he said, the 
experts had distinguished four new 
spectral lines believed caused by 
the presence of “transuranium”, a nu- 
cleus whose atom would contain 063 
positive charges. 

Infinitesimal quantities of an ele- 
ment as high in the atomic scale as 
transuranium were produced by arti- 
ficial radio-activity by the Italian 
Physicist Enrico Fermi four years 
ago, Dr. Perrin said, but in the pres- 
ent case it would be in natural and 
stable form and production in appre- 
ciable quantities could be hoped for. 
Further laboratory experiments are 
being made, he said.

“Christmas in the Old Land” is a 
slogan which will soon be in the air 
and railway and steamship companies 
are already busy making preparations 
to handle the increased traffic which 
naturally arises at this season of the 
year, the trans-Atlantic companies 
having already listed their pre-Christ- 
mas eastbound sailings from _Mont- 
real, Quebec and Halifax, according 
to C. W. Johnston, General Passenger 
Traffic Manager of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways. 

There will be seven pre-Christmas 
sailings from Montreal, commencing 
with the Antonia, Ascania and Duch- 
ess of Atholl, all on November 18; 
the Duchess of Richmond on Novem- 
ber 24, followed by the Ausonia, Leti- 
tia and Duchess of Bedford on Nov- 
ember 25. The Montrose will sail 
from Quebec on November 29. From 
Halifax there will be eight sailings of 
steamers operating to the British 
Isles and Europe, these being the 
Montclare on December 3, the Alaun- 
ia December 4, the Samaria Decem- 
ber 5, the Duchess of York December 
10, the Aurania, December 11, the 
Athenia December 13, the Duchess of 
Richmond December 14 and the Duch- 
ess of Atholl December 16. 

In order to take care of the extra 
volume of passenger traffic by rail for 
the pre-Christmas sailings, additional 
train service wil! be in operation by 
the Canadian National Railways, 
which will include special services 
from Western Canada, connecting up 
with trains from the east for convey- 
ance of passengers to the ships leav- 
ing from Canadian ports.

Hail Losses Set by 
End of Month 


Calgary.—Within the next two 
weeks Alberta will have some defin- 
ite idea of just how heavy hail losses 
were during the past season. 

Officials of the Alberta Hail Insur- 

ance Board stated today they have 
not yet completed figures indicating 
the total acreage hailed, but expect to 
have them ready before the end of the 
month, when the board meets in.Cal- 
gary. 
In November, the initial payments 
of losses insured by the board will be 
forwarded. In instances where the 
loss is in excess of 30 per cent the 
payment wil] amount to 50 per cent 
of the total, and those 30 per cent or 
less will be met in full. 

Under the Hail Board Act, trans- 
fer of 50 per cent of surplus funds 
from one zone to another is permiss- 
ible, but very few transfers are‘ ex- 
pected this season, mainly because 
losses were fairly general through the 
province in a season described as the 
worst in at least 10 years.

normal, giving a figure for the three 
provinces, weighted for wheat acre- 
age,.of 91% of the normal, according 
to the research department of the 
Searle Grain Co. 

In Alberta, crop districts 4, 15 and 
17 are considerably below normal and 
crop districts 3, 8, 12 and 18 consid- 
erably better than normal. In Sas- 
katchewan, crop districts 1 and 2 are 
well below normal whereas crop dis- 
tricts 4, 7 and 9 are considerably bet- 
ter than normal. In Manitoba, crop 
districts 2 to 9 and in 14 are much 
below normal \and only crop districts 
10 and 13 are better than normal. 

The precipitation which occurs in 
the fall months of August, September 
and October (between harvest and 
freeze-up) usually all penetrates into 
the ground and is available for the 
next crop. Records show that thig 
rain has an important bearing on the 
production of the succeeding crop. 

There is, of course, a possibility 
that any deficiency that has occurred 
might be made up by better than nor- 
mal rains during the present month 
of October. 


Big Increase 
In Car Licenses 


Gain in motor licenses in this prov- 
ince is revealed in figures issued re- 
cently by the provincial government. 

For the six months ended Septem- 
ber 30 there were approximately 82,- 
000 licensed passenger cars in this 
province, a gain of some 1,500 over 
the total for the whole of the year 


previous. Not only cars but also 
motor trucks showed _ substantial 
gains. 


There was such an increase in car 
licenses this year that there was but 
a slight demand for licenses when 
they became available at the reduced 
40 per cent rate on October 1. This 
reduction has been extended to motor 
trucks on September 1. 

Licenses taken out at the reduced 
rate will be good until the end of the 
present fiscal year on March 31, next. 

For those turning in their car li- 
cense plates by the end of December, 
1938, there will be a rebate of 20 per 
cent of the annual license fee. Last 
year these rebates amounted to about 
$20,000. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor Asso- 
ciation are delighted over the increase 
in passenger licenses as this result 
was predicted by the association dur- 
ing its successful campaign to have 
the license year open on April 1 in- 
stead of January 1 in each year. 


Start Air Express 
Service With C.N.R. 


Montreal.—Trans-Canada Airlines 
announced yesterday air express ser- 
vice between Montreal, Ottawa, To- 
ronto and Wianipeg will open on Mon- 
day in conjunction with the Canadian 
National Railways. 

Inauguration of the eastern leg will 
extend the air express route from 
Vancouver to Montreal, establishing 
daily two-way service between the 
eastern and western terminals. The 
express system is in operation now 
between Winnipeg and Vancouver.

We stumble 
linto a’ jam session and hear one of 
the very men who brought swing into 
being, perhaps the greatest trumpet 
player of our generation. We turn 
again to the waiter: 
| “But Armstrong—does he belong 
to this band?” 

“No, suh! No picayune place like 
this could pay that man. He takes 
in $1000 an hour when he's in his 
white suit. But he just comes in 
here once in a while becausé he likes 
to jam-—he’s been doin’ that since he 
was a kid back in New Orleans.” 

To find the common birthplace of 
jazz and swing, describe an arc of 
100 miles about New Orleans and the 
Mississippi Delta. A group of ex- 
ceptionally gifted natural musicians 
arose.in and «bout New Orleans 
within the span of a few years—be- 
tween 1905 and 1910. Most, but by 
no means all of them, were Negroes. 
Only the barest few of them could 
read a note of music. Not being able 
to read other men’s music, and hav- 
ing strong musical feeling, they made 
a music of their own. So fervid were 
those early men that even in acutely 
race-conscious New Orleans’ they 
threw color distinctions to the winds. 
Negro, white—they jammed together. 

For five or ten years the area 
seethed with jazz. By 1912 it had 
to burst out. It began to take a

This year Germany reaped a: grain

The infection 
often lies dormant until the stress of 
life stirs up this infection. 

There is one certain way in which 
an individual infection of tuberculosis’ 
may be uncovered. This is by the 
use of the intracutaneous tuberculin 
test. Use of this test among, for ex- 
ample, large groups of school and pre- 
school children, indicates that from 
'20 to 30% .of such groups have a tu- 
berculous infection. This condition 
does not mean that the infected chil- 
dren are doomed to die of tubercu- 
losis. What it does mean is that the 
individual child has been in contaci. 
with a potent source of infection 
which, if not removed, means re-in- 
fection and eventual disaster. The 
discovery of infection in a_ child 
should immediately start the hunt for 
the source of infection in order that 
this source may be prevented from 
doing further harm. Most of the in- 
fected children, if they have not yet 
acquired adult tuberculosis, will, un- 
der normal conditions of life, get wen.

Reports from the Department of 
Education at Edmonton indicate that 
the movement to establish large units 
for school administration is being car- 
ried on vigorously. Blocks of from 
eighty to ninety small districts are be- 
ing united to form one large admin- 

jistrative area. So far thirty-four 
large units have been formed. 

Considerable opposition has devel- 
oped in many parts of the province to 
the big unit plan, largely based on the 
claims that school taxes will be in- 
creased and that local home rule will 
be eliminated. Proponents of the new 
system assert that rural education in 
its present set-up is at a standstill 
and that further progress is imposs- 
ible until the small administrative 
unit disappears. 

Two generations ago education was 
the parents’ responsibility. After a 
long struggle the community assumed 
the costs of all children within its 
borders. Today it is being asserted 
that equal and adequate educational 
facilities can be provided only by en- 
larging the administrative area to 
include a great number of commun-

Trials and tribulations make up the 
lot of the men on the cable repair 
ships who assist in maintaining cable 
communications between the coun- 
tries of the world.

Protest Speeding by 
Disabled Cars 


Strong protest against the practice 
of some car drivers in speeding past 
other cars temporarily out of service 
on the highway has been expressed by 
officials of the Alberta Motor Associ- 
ation. . 

Special attention to this condition 
was given in a report which J. W. 
Carpenter, motor cycle patrol for the 
Calgary branch of the A.M.A., sub- 
mitted on his season’s work. 

After pointing out that motorists 
persist in passing other cars’ when' 
there is not 200 feet of visible road ' 
ahead, the patrol official also says | 
that there is a lack of courtesy when 
a car is stopepd on the roadside, due | 
possibly to a flat tire, and other mot- | 
orists pass without slackening their 
speed. ‘In many cases’ children are 
in the parked cars and parents real- 
ize the constant menace when the car 
has stopped,” says the patrolman. 

Another precaution to avoid acci- 
dents is that cars entering a highway 
from a secondary road myst come to 
a full stop: Some accidents which oc- 
curred in this province during the 
past year might have been avoided if 
the act had been carefully observed
